THE FIRST PHASE 
Sept. 18. 

‘The frst phase of the Sino-Japanese opera-| 
tions round Shanghai seems to have been| 
almost concluded by the retirement of the| 
Chinese "forces to the Lotien-Liuhang-| 
‘Tashang-Chapel line. - They have swung] 
away from Paoshan-Woosung-Kiangwan-| 
‘Chapel by pivéting on their right flank. ‘The| 
Japanese landing has thus been vigorously| 
resisted; that resistance having taken  the| 
form of a delaying action of considerable in-| 
tensity, the Chinese command has withdrawn] 
its men to the prepared line next available 
‘This differs from the operations of 1932 in| 
that it does mot involve a complete retire-| 
ment toa point some way distant from| 
Shanghai. Otherwise it may be assumed that} 
the Chinese still regard thelr objective as| 
that of delaying rather than endeavouring] 
to hold up the Japanese advance. The] 
Japanese movements have been leisurely. 
‘With the Whangpoo and Yangtze as their line| 
‘of lateral communication strongly held by| 
aval guns, they have been able effectively] 
fo develop their advance without troubling] 
fovermuch to effect an early contact between| 
their three original landings at Liuho, Woosung| 
‘and Yanglszepoo. This has been ‘fortunate| 
for them, as the vigour of the Chinese] 
resistance made an awkward salient between| 
‘Yanglszepoo and Woosung and the heroic 
defence of Passhan must have further| 
Weakened their contacts. The cost of the 
engagements by which the Chinese forces| 
have held tp the Japanese advance has ap-| 
parently been heavy. Unsupported by artillery, 
‘or aerial observation of sufficient weight to 
counteract the Japanese use of naval guns 
and seaplanes, the Chinese infantry and| 
machine-gunners have displayed a remark-| 
fable tenacity, but the tale of casualties has 
een stich as to raise the question whether| 
the enthusiasm Bf the troops has not, to some:

while to lose its Immediate significance for| 
this city. Shanghallanders, moreover, in| 
bbrncing themselves to fulfilment of the duties] 
thus devolving on them, are not negligent of] 
‘the fact that the present operations have a| 
far wider scope than in 1932. If the declared] 
intentions of both sides are to be accepted as| 
accurate pointers to the future, the struggle| 
will eventually reach its culminating phase| 
nearer lo Nanking. The fight is between| 
China and Japan, not between certain Chi-| 
nese forces and a Japanese contingent en-| 
camped within and without ‘the Settlement. 
‘Shanghai has its uses for both sides, but they| 
‘may ultimately come to their final grips 
further afield. 

In the North big engagements are forecast. 
In Canton the Japanese have followed up| 
their aerial attacks by a naval bombardment, 
‘Various other places on the coast and in the| 
interior have been made to realize that Japan| 
fs fighting China although there is no *war" 
only, it seoms, a series of demonstrations 
Of the ‘value of Japanese friendship. A naval]

Ninuance until 1938 is well advanced. - The| 
prospect stands drear for China, Japan and| 
everyone concerned in the Far East. How 
senseless is this compliance with the dictates| 
‘of war mentality. the dispassionate observer| 
‘can hardly trust himself to decide. China is| 
to be beaten to her knees, says Prince Konoye, 
‘and the world is invited to stand by as the| 
‘edifying operation is performed. It is amaz-| 
ing to think that no-one seems able to suggest 
{to the Prince that the resultant feelings of| 
resentment and hatred likely to accrue there-| 
from may recoll sadly upon the head of the| 
perpetrators of this outrage. Does _he| 
seriously believe that the bombs which Japan| 
is sending down on every accessible large city 
in China are true emissaries of friendship? 
‘Are they not rather the disseminators of that} 
anti-Japanese feeling the existence of which| 
hhe so blandly ascribes to the machinations| 
‘of the Chinese Government? Whatever suc- 
cess Japan may be achieving in the process 
of hacking her way through the gallant ranks} 
of an enemy who, in equipment but not in 
courage is her inferior, she is giving the world 
the impression of a petulant, bewildered and| 
‘uneasy aggressor. Would it not be possible| 
‘even now to reconsider the technique and] 
endeavour to arrive at that Sino-Japanese| 
fentente by the direct and prosaic approach 
‘offered by diplomatic contacts?

‘Admiral Hasegawa's formal notice to the| 
foreign powers regarding the intentions of| 
the Japanese Naval Air Force toward Nan-| 
‘king, seoms, in the light of the regular air-| 
raiding to which the Capital has been sub-| 
ted, to portend some specially extensive} 
rial’ operations, Nanking has not com- 
plained of the notice which it thus. has| 
attracted. It is inspiring the resistance of the| 
Chinese "forces to Japanese aggression, 
whether round Shanghai or further afield 
Reports have shown that the Government is} 
‘broad-based on a political unity hitherto] 
unattainable. For that the Government and| 
the people may be disposed to be grateful to 
Japan. If the Admiral's statement be 
correctly interpreted 
indicate action’ by which it is hoped that| 
‘Chinese morale wilt be badly shaken, leading} 
Perhaps to a dissolution of the Government 
‘and to the consequences such an event might 
involve. How far those caleulations will 
prove fo be correct the results of this pro-| 
jected aerial offensive will show. Actually| 
the impressions which have been gained by 
those who have moved among the mass of| 
‘the people here and elsewhere do not flater| 
Japanese expectations, unless the leaders atl 
Nanking are to be eredited with lees backbone| 
than the soldiers who have so manfully fought| 
in the fleld or the rank-and-file of the] 
population who have so patiently endured the| 
dangers of death from the air—even from| 
[Chinese aeroplanes—and the hardships of 
levietion from thelr homes. It is indeed note~ 
worthy that these sufferers from the present] 
hhostilites appear to be under no. delusion| 
regarding the cause of their troubles. They’ 
fare not indulging in criticisms of thei 
‘government. They point to the Invaders| 
from Japan and they leave the matter there, 
‘That surely is a point which the Japaneso| 
High Command might do well to consider a 
It socks to reinforce Prince Konoye's defini- 
tion of the Japanese objective in China, 
Economic co-operation and _friendship| 
between China and Japan find sorry sponsors 
fin the legacies of hatred likely to be be- 
queathed by bombs and shells from Japanese 
warships and aeroplanes. It is conceivable, 
of course, that the magnitude of Japan's 
aerial offensive may succeed in achieving the 
quick results which Admiral Hasegawa so] 
frankly desires. Whether those results will 
‘exceed the bounds of a sullen and resentful| 
resignation, even assuming they come to pass 
must be open to doubt, 

As these days pass, with their spasms of 
‘maniacal destruction of life and property, the] 
Senselessness of it all seems 10 be driven| 
‘deeper and deeper into the mind. Reliable| 
reports from Japan suggest that, despite the| 
regimentation of the people's patriotism, 
there is the germ of an unshakable dissent| 
from a policy which can command no clear| 
‘exposition except in terms of the most 
Aagrant aggression against a neighbour who| 
shares with Japan the prestige of being | 
leader of Oriental civilization. The exigen-| 
‘cies of militarist propaganda have compelied| 
‘Japanese leaders to speak in high contempt 
of the martial qualities of China's forees. They 
Ihave precluded any suggestion that Japanese 
operations here may be attended by heavy| 
losses. ‘This may impale the Japanese Gov-| 
emment on the horns of an awkward| 
dilemma when the real facts ean no longer| 
be hidden. “It is even hinted that military| 
opinfon in Japan is divided on the merits of| 
campaign which may weaken her capacity| 
to face what they expeet to be her commit-| 
‘ments on her Russian frontiers. This view is 
not satisfied merely by the argument that the| 
froops used for the China Expedition are| 
largely reservists or of the second line and| 
‘that the picked units of the Japanese Army, 




















parlance of the sporisman, Japan is putting 
her second XV in the fleld in China, there 
‘are limits to the extent to which she can 
fallow that combination to command the full 
resources of naval and military establish- 
‘ments. ‘The yen expended thereon ean be 
only of one ‘quality. ‘The total may swell 
‘Ananelal debits to uncomfortable proportions. 
"These considerations sein. tobe worth 
greater attention than they received in 
the early days of this amazingly developed 
campaign, which began near’ Marco Polo 
‘Bridge, within hail of Peiping and now 
‘extends over the whole face of China. 
Resolute in her designs, Japan now proposes 
to intensify her measures of assault, 
Nanking is marked down for” systematic 
destruction which, with the military objec- 
tives declared, will certainly work havoc on 
civilian institutions as well, “China will be 
the poorer and therefore all the more ineap- 
able of eventually providing: Japan with the 
[economic benefits ostensibly expected trom 
the adventure, to say nothing of the material 
Josses which the Japanese forces themselves 
‘must sustain in order to achieve the destrue- 
tive results required. 

In these circumstances, is it really as futile 
fas some would aver, to appeal to the better 
‘mind of Japanese statesmen, fortified as they 
would be in retracing their steps by the 
prosaic facls of the situation? Were the 
[Chinese resistance to collapse suddenly 
‘within @ week or 50, they would still have a 
terrifte problem before "them as. they 
attempted to make thelr gains commensurate 
with the effort already expended on. these 
shores. If the struggle continues and they 
steadily press on with thelr task of “bringing 
[China to her knees,” they will find the 
solution of that problem just as steadily 
‘eluding them like & fantastic wilt 0" the wisp. 
For the technique of this frightfulness may 
‘overcome the physical strength of those 
against whom it will be launched. In com= 
pensation it inevitably ereates in thelr souls 
4 moral resistance which may well prove 
lunconquerable. Can’ this predicament be 
palatable to Japan? There is every ground 
{or the belief that China would not be averse 
from considering a peaceful way out of an 
impasse which was none of her seeking. 
‘The approach to discussion need not be 
encumbered by imputations against. either 
side, in the light of the valour of which each 

given proof. ‘The main theme of such 
discussion should be the dangerous futility of 





it would appear to! continuance of this competition in destruc 


tion, whether of life or of property. On that 
both can agree, as they look forward to the 
‘days when they both will be working together 
ta restore economic equilibrium. Are they to 
make that joint task more dificult and more 
‘onerous for thelr respective peoples? Is 
death from the air to be the chosen instru- 
ment of Sino-Japanese friendship? Ts it not 
rather to be eschewed, once and for all, in 
the enlightened conviction that statesmanship 
‘has still the power to proceed by the light 
of wisdom and tolerance? Admiral 
Hasegawa himself is merely the agent of a 
Government which seeks, as he sces it, to end 
this horrible tragedy with the utmost expedl- 
‘Hon. “He can proceed only on the lines pre 
scribed by the circumstances of his command, 
He cannot derive from the enterprise much 
satisfaction in view of the uncertainties 
involved, to put the issue gn no higher plane, 
His declared solicitude “for "humanitarian 
principles would of itsolt suggest that he 
would be greatly relieved if a better way 
could be taken, if death from the alt could 
be abandoned for life on the ground. Cannot 
‘Tokyo and Nanking work at once to this end 
‘and thus earn the world’s respect and 
gratitude by cutting short the bitter travail 
In whieh thelr two nations are now so sadly 
involved?

Meanwhile, in 
reeording this impressionist ‘appreciation’ of 
calmness under stress, it may be well to re-| 
call the conditions unday which a young Ttalian| 
doctor had to deal with the mass of wounded| 
fon that day when elghty of the inmates had| 
bboen killed, when the pandemonium of the 
raging battle joined with the panic-stricken| 
ferles of the prisoners produced an atmos- 
phere most unlike that of the hospital theatre. 
The surgeon went to his task, calmly en-| 
listing the warders and, it is said, some of 
the prlgoners as amateur anmsthetists, as he 
disposed of the wounded men ‘rapidiy, and]

Emergency meastires in the acquisition of 
Dulldings ‘suitable for hospital dccommoda~ 
tion may have to be taken if the present 
voluntary facilities are overstrained. Similar] 
steps are clearly indicated for the better| 
supervision of refugees, whether in some| 
{form of sogrogation or otherwise. The atti-

‘and vaguely excuse the action by comparing| 
shrunken personal “resources with tho| 
imagined potentialities of the Council's 
Finance Department. If, “however, thought} 
be given to the amount ot destruction which 
these unfortunate hostilities have effected in 
‘Shanghai, it will be seen that, however large 
may be the individual loss, the Council, or| 
rather the Settlement, must inevitably be’ the| 
‘chief sufferer of all. ‘In the long run this| 
will react grievously on the economic position

Journal has no compunction in saying that| 
for a citizen of the Settlement the payment] 
fof rates or land tax due is an obligation| 
which should take precedence over any other.

MASARYK PASSES 
‘Sept. 16, 

‘The passing of the Liberator of Czecho~ 
slovakia within less than two years of his 
resignation of the first Presidency of the 
Republic which he did so much to bring into 
fexistence marks the end of a. great service 
to democratic progress. Not less. than his 
statesmanship and unwavering pertinaelty in 
working for the freedom if his people has 
been the foresight whieh enabled him. with 
perfect confidence to pass on his mantle 10 
his “successor, Dr, Edmund Benes. For 
‘Thomas Garrigue Masaryk may have been 
the Idol of Czechoslovakia; but he never 
‘assumed the dictator's role. "He had built up 
‘the fabric of the young siate by more than 
Ally years of devoted personal Iabour—many 
fof ‘them spent in exile—but the democratic 
principles “by which he stood protected 
against the pitfalls, of autocracy. For 
eighteen years he was the first citizen of a 
free country and the chief mentor of its 
progress. In the retirement now ended by: 
death he remained an honoured gure and 
beloved Nestor, but the democratic institu 
tons which he had founded continued to 
discharge the functions assigned to them, Dr. 
Benes, of peasant stock, just as Masaryk 
sprang from the ranks “of industrialism, had 
been the Liberator’s comrade and disciple 
fand long before Masaryk had found it nect 
sary to relinquish the Presidency, Bones had 
established himself as an outstanding figure 
1m world diplomacy and a Atting successor to 
his chief, “CzecHostovakia is going through 
aifMcult times, caught, as it were, between 
the two rival’ ideologies of Commiinism and 
Fascism, but the world’s statesmanship ‘will 
bbe bankrupt beyond redemption if she is not 
enabled to weather the storm. Tionically 
‘enough, her own successful struggle for the 
freedom of minorities has resulted inher 
‘nding her greatest problem in the handling 
‘of the German minority within her borders, 
Xt is complicated by the present vigour of 
(German nationalism which not unnaturally 
/has found strong expression among German 
[Czechoslovakian citizens. Friends of both 
countries hope that the resultant aiMeulties 
may eventually be overcome. 

in these days when the prineiples for which 
[Masaryk strove are being s0 strongly assailed, 
the loss of his personality: makes. {tsolf all 
[the more tragically felt. After three cen- 
turies of subjection he brought his country 
‘men into the free pastures of liberty. Not 
content with that he was himself the impas~ 
sioned champion of tiberal causes which he 
[saw endangered or involved In defeat in the 
[chaos of post-war Europe. At Prague the 
railway station is_named after -President 
Woodrow Wilson whose term of office saw 
America lead the way in giving recognition 
to the creation of the Czechoslovakian 
Republic as one of the fundamental objects 
fof the Great War then raging. ‘The example 
fof America was promptly followed by her 
Allies and Masaryk thus saw his dréam in 
[prospect of fulflment. He lived ta seo the 
United States of America, with the sturdy 
[democracies still left. in Europe, mantully 
endeavouring to preserve the principles. by 
which President Wilson was actuated when 
hhe engraved his name in the annals of the 
Republic then to. be. ‘The magnificent 
physique of the Liberator setting off intel- 
Teetual gifts of exceptional distinetion made 
him “even in his lifetime a legendary 
figure, His elegance in attire, his pro- 
fessorial habits spoke eloquently of that 
disciplined democraticism whieh Czechoslo- 
‘vakia claims as the fundamental basis of her 
system. Against great odds Masaryk and 
now Benes have’ led thelr country of 
15,000,000 people to achievements of solid

Japanese Destroy Whole Companies. Fighting Grim|

Peiping, Sept. 17. 

ESPITE the lack of tanks, heavy artillery and aeroplanes,
